roval of the public works 
committee recommendation 
in this regard, Councillor 
J, J, Bakker pointed out that 
the committee agreed with 
BACM’s contention that such 
a location would make the 
campus St, Albert-oriented 
rather than Edmonton= 
oriented and would improve 
the business community in 
the downtown area of St, 
Albert, 

The committee recomme 
endation further pointed out 
the attractiveness of the site 
and accessibility to possible 
rapid transit (using the 
existing CNR tracks) into 
Edmonton and connecting 
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with the Edmonton campus, 

Choice of this site would 
also mean less of a ‘‘gap’’ 
in development, according 
to Councillor Bakker, than 
would occur should the uni- 
versity be located in the 
northeastern section of the 
town, 

Councillor R, A, Russell, 
in voicing opposition to the 
motion, reminded council 
that members shouldn’t get 
“too parochial” in their 
thinking. 

“This is not a university 
for St. Albert,’’ he stated, 
‘"t is the fourth university 
for the province and this 


the ga 
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should be taken into con- 
sideration,” 

Mayor Ray Gibbon replied 
that perhaps this was a time 
for council or be somewhat 
parochial in its thinking as 
he felt it was the duty of 
council to give support to a 
choice of location which 
would be most beneficial to 
the community as a whole, 

Some doubt was expressed 
by members of council that 
the town would be consulted 
in any way regarding choice 
of the university site, Maj- 
ority opinion however, was 
that a stand should be taken 
in favor of one specific loca= 
tion. 
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Northwest U site favored by council 


Councillor Frank Lukay 
stated that although council 
was aware that the report of 
the engineering firm making 
a study of alternative sites 
in the area would form the 
basis for the final choice of 
location, ‘‘such a report will 
be a report for the depart- 
ment of education, No one 
will consider the Town of 
St, Albert.’’ 

Councillor Wheatley ex- 
pressed the view that it was 
*‘presumptdous’’ of council 
to support choice of this 
location without giving full 
consideration to the effect 
it would have on the pregent 
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town, He felt council was 
assuming that much of the 
traffic to and from the uni- 
versity would be carried by a 
possible rapid transit sys- 
tem when, in fact, students 
and faculty might choose to 
drive their own cars, re= 
sulting in a serious traffic 
problem for the town, 
Despite a plea by Coun» 
cillor Wheatley for more 
time to be spent on the 
decision, ‘‘if our views are 
going to have any weight 
given to them,’”’ council 
voted in favor of expressing 
the Town’s preference for a 
university site in the north- 
western portion of St, Albert

Counciliation board 
brings down award 


An award has been handed 
down by the conciliation 
board refereeing the dispute 
between the Town of St, Alb- 
ert and its employees, mem= 
bers of the Canadian Union 
of Public Employees. 

But details of the award 
were not available at press 
time as they were to be 
received by the town andthe 
union today. 

The conciliation board, 
comprised of Lowell Thrond 
son as chairman, union re= 
presentative John McNevin 
and townrepresentative 
Charles Schroder, met Sate 
urday. 


The two main points in 
dispute are the union’s de- 
mand for parity with the 
city of Edmonton regarding 
hours and wages for employ= 
ees doing similar work, 

The salary demands in 
some cases would mean 
more than a 25 per cent 
increase and the work week 
would be reduced from 44 to 
40 hours, 

Both sides will vote onthe 
conciliation board award and 
if both agree, a contract will 
be signed, If one or the 
other votes against, it could 
lead to reopening of nego- 
tiations or a possible strike 


vote by the union, 

Negotiations on the 1970 
contract began Nov, 27. Since 
the turn of the year, employ= 
ees have been working under 
the 1969 contract. 

Talks broke down early 
in January and even the app= 
ointment of a conciliation 
commissioner, ©, T, A, 
Hutchings of the provincial 
board of industrial relations 
failed to bring the parties 
any closer together.

Keith Everitt addresses chamber 


Two facets of education=« 
the new foundation program 
and the university to be loca- 
ted at St, Albert -- were 
topics of an address by Keith 
Everitt MLA, to the annual 
meeting of the St, Albert and 
District Chamber of Com- 
merce, March 18, 

In illustration of his re« 
marks concerning the foun- 
dation program, which Mr, 
Everitt stated he “suppor- 
ted wholeheartedly,’’ copies 
of statements prepared by 
the department of education, 
showing estimated revenues 
for 1970 for both the St, 
Albert school districts, were 
distributed, 

By comparing with 1969 
actual revenue figures, also 
shown, those present were 
able to see approximately 
what difference in revenues 
would result from the new 
program, 

Four categories were list» 
ed as sources of revenues =< 
the foundation program fund, 
school grant regulations, re~ 
imbursement of employer’s 
contributions to the Canada 
pension plan and supplemen- 
tary requisitions for 1970, 

Total estimated revenues 
from all four sources is 
$1,683,531 for the Protestant 
Separate School District No, 
6 and $1,199,617 for St, Alb- 
ert Public School District 
No, 3, 

According tofigures 
shown, this represents an 
increase over last year of 
$102,037 in revenues for the 
Protestant Separate School 
District and $89,518 for the 
Public School District, 

In addition a “flexibility 
factor'’ (based on the total 
number of eligible pupils as 
at Sept, 30, 1969 at $28 per 
pupil) would mean an addi- 
tional $45,388 for District 
No, 3 and $63,308 for Dis« 
trict No, 6, School boards 
would have access to this 
additional revenue over a 
three-year period, 

The largest single allow- 
ance under the foundation 
program is based on the 
number of classroom units 
in each of the two districts, 

In explaining the method 
of arriving at the classroom 
unit allowance, Mr, Everitt 
pointed out that the number 
of eligible pupils at Sept, 
1969 and the estimated num- 
ber of eligible pupils at Sept 
1970 were averaged for each 
school district, This number 
was then divided by 26 (re- 
presenting 26 pupils per 
classroom unit), then multi- 
plied by a weighing factor 
to arrive at the number of 
classroom units eligible for 
the allowance which hus been 
set at $10,150 each. 

In the case of District No, 
3, this is estimated at 
$780,535, For District No, 
6, the amount is estimated 
at $1,089,095, 

Mr, Everitt stressed what 
large amounts of money are 
involved, pointing out that if 
25 had been taken as the 
number of pupils to equal 
one classroom unit instead 
of 26, there would have been 


an additional cost of $10 
million in the overall pro- 
gram, 

Allowances fo: support 


staff, transportation, admin- 
istration and debt retirement 
account for the balance of the 
foundation program fund, 
bringing total revenues from 
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this source to $1,111,489, 
for District No, 3 and 
$1,525,668 for the Protest. 
ant Separate School District, 

On the matter of supple- 
mentary requisitions, Mr, 
Everitt explained that these 
had been reduced from last 
year’s figures by an amount 
equal to $45 per pupil, based 
on the number of eligible 
pupils as at Sept. 30, 1969, 

This program allows fora 
maximum supplementary 
requisition for 1970 of $75,- 
306 for the Public School 
District, compared with 
$148,251, last year. 

Maximum supplementary 
requisition allowed for the 
Protestant Separate School 
District would be $138,254, 
compared with $239,999 last 
year, 

In stating the governments 
position on the matter of 
Supplementary requisitions, 
Mr, Everitt stated: 

“We will not allow beyond 
this amount of spending by 
School boards in this pro- 
vince,’’

Councillor Bakker, chairman of public works ran into 
difficulty Monday night when he put forth the view that 
council should recommend to the Provincial Government 
and the University Commission, that the Northwest 
location is the most feasible site for thenew university, 
The public works committee had reviewed a British 
American Construction Materials Ltd. brief, complete 
with maps and sketches with a proposal for long-term 
development of their holdings in the area, which in- 
cluded a university site fronting on Big Lake, Under 
the proposal BACM would make an outright gift of 
250 acres for the university, the amount of land the 


» commission suggests is required, BACM had previously 


presented their proposed development plan to the 
minister of education and to the University Commission, 

Councillor Bakker, who has considerable experience 
in the field of moving traffic, explained how the plan 
would fit in efficiently with the rapid transit, access 
freeway, grid roads and CNR railway as they exist 
and are planned to develop. He and Engineer Jan Maan- 
dag also spoke on thenorthwest locationfrom the stand- 
point of shorter, easier and possible cheaper utility 
servicing, including the lagoon facilities in the area, 

All councillors had been provided with background 
material on the BACM proposal prior to the meeting. 
It should be noted also that in July of 1965 council had 
prepared a brief requesting the provincial government 
to consider St, Albert as a site for a university, Four 
of the present council were in office at that time, 
being councillors Gibbon, Bakker, Wheatley and de- 
Bruijn, 

In the light of this background and the time councill- 
ors have had to consider how this area should develop 
given a university, {t is hard to understand how a 
reasonable proposal for a long-range development 
could earn only criticism and negative reaction from 
Councillors Wheatley and Russell. 


Councillor Russell said ‘‘it is ludicrovs to think that 
we don’t know the location of the university months 
after the announcement by the provincial government 
hat it would be built in this area, We hope Mr, Russell 


\ asn’t playing politics, but it is difficult to see how

this remark related to the discussion, His statement 
that council should remember this is a fourth univer- 
sity for the province, actually a second one for Ed- 
monton, left us wondering whether Mr, Russell is for 
or against St, Albert. 

Councillor Wheatley who said he had a hard time 
getting onto the highway now, was worrying about how 
he would get on it when all those students in their 
Volkswagens would be on the other half of the highway. 
He also felt that the northwest location would funnel 
traffic through St, Albert, which would be undesirable, 
Councillor Wheatley further stated that he could see 
the advantages in the long-term plan for BACM but not 
for St, Albert, He noted that if council made any decision 
at an open meeting it would become public knowledge. 

Some sharp exchanges took place between Mayor 
Gibbon and Councillor Wheatley and between Councillors 
Bakker and Wheatley during these discussions, 

It should be mentioned that the BACM proposal was 
in three parts, The first, dealing with their property 
in Mission area was okayed by council, Second part 
dealt with plans over the next five years and third part 
with the complete development over a period of 20 or 
more years, including the university site plan. 

Councillor Wheatley was much opposed to council

being asked to approve in vrincinle a long-range plan 
for the orderly development or St, Albert area, The 
plan could be modified according to circumstances as 
it evolved, 

Mr, Bothwell of BACM stated that his firm would at 
‘all times be in consultation with the university as they 
proceeded with the proposed development, and that his 
firm would be selling serviced lots in the area to 
other builders, 

We find ourselves in complete agreement with Coun- 
eillor Bakker and Mayor Gibbon, that it is council’s 
responsibility to make decisions now which will affect 
St, Albert 20 years from now, As Councillor Bakker 
put it ‘‘we must decide and hope that we are right.’’ 
Precisely. That is what we elect councillors to do, 

Council did vote 4-2 in favor of endorsing the north- 
west location for the university, The Gazette fully 
endorses this site and we feel the public will be 
behind it as well. They should make themselves heard

Where stocks of DDT, the 
use of which was banned 
earlier this year, are small, 
they may be used up in accor= 
dance with label directions 
wherever practical, No att- 
empt, however, should be 
made to acquire additional 
supplies, 

If it is felt that it is une 
desirable to use up the exist= 
ing stocks, the release states 
then the following proce- 
dures may beused to dispose 
of the material, 

(a) Small amounts (less 
than two pounds) and aerosol 

» Cais, can be put into the gar~ 
bage on the day of collect 
ion, 

(b) Larger amounts of 
DDT in bottles, bags or aero- 
Sol cans can be put into 
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heavy guage (strong) poly- 
ethylene bags, which should 
be well sealed with wire or 
string, DDT (or other pesti- 
cides) sealed in this manner 
may be stored safely until 
such time that adequate in- 
structions are available for 
safe disposal, 

(c) Where garbage collec- 
tion facilities are not avail- 
able, small amounts (less 
than two pounds) may be 
buried in the ground, The 
DDT product should be bur- 
ied in its original container, 
at least 18 inches deep at a 
site away from buildings, 
gardens, ponds, wells, or 
water-courses, 

(d) Larger quantities of 
DDT (more than two pounds) 
should be stored until in- 
structions are obtained for 
safe disposal from the local 
health authorities. 

(e) Stocks of DDT should 
NOT be disposed into drains 
or sewers,

Report from the — 
Legislature 


By Keith Everitt, MLA 


The Alberta Department 
of Agriculture has now ann= 
ounced one of the best agri- 
culture programs in years, 
This program is one which 
will assist farmers todiver= 
sify or shift substantially 
from excessive wheat grow= 
ing. The ‘‘Alberta Crop Ade 
justment Plan’ will share 50 
per cent of the cost offorage 
crop mixtures with our far= 
mers. The program will 
apply to mixtures only, in 
order to avoid shift into for- 
age seed harvesting, The 
municipal service boards 
will assist with the admini- 
stration of the program. On 
the basis of an estimated 
500,000 acres which may be 
converted to forage at acost 
of $4. per acre, total con~ 
tribution by the province is 
estimated to be $1,000,000, 
plus. No single farmer can 
secure more than $600, pro= 
vincial assistance for the 
purchase of forage seed. 

There is no doubt in my 
mind but what this will be a 
very welcome program, This 
is not a program that sub= 
sidizes the farmers for not 
doing something, such as the 
federal program for non-= 
production of wheat, Anyone 
who will plant forage crops 
knows very well there is a 
lot of hard work involved in 
the production of forage, 
However, I believe it will 
bring a fair return as I 
notice most of the advertise- 
ments quote a price of about 
$1. per bale for alfalfa, The 
farmers need to be reminded 
again, however, that forage 
seed must be of a mixed 
variety to be eligible for 
assistance, 

Ip order to give the citi- 
zens of the St, Albert Con- 
stituency greater informa- 
tion as to the new revised 
foundation program for edu- 
cation I will outline some of 
the forecasts as to school 
board revenues for 1970: 

Sturgeon School Division:

next three years there is a 
flexibility factor givingthem 
$45,388 extra, If St, Albert
